UNDER THE SNOW.
From the Science Reviow, ¢
When Antul::n’u prow palopthere came a troop
o1 elniehke 10 from that oo'd mountain top;
With tral ing garments through the air toey camo,

Spungles of mlvery frosh npon the grass,
And odeed the brook with glliering parapets,
And polit it crystal bridges, touchied the pool,
And turned its tnee to g.ass, or rising thonce,
They ahook, from their full inps, tho soft, lieht snow,
And buried the great oarth, as Autumn winds
Bury the forest floor in heaps o) leaves,
Witrtax Conueny BRYANT,
The snowflake, arrested in its descent and
transterred to the microscope, I8 an object ot
breauty, and teeming with mautter for reflection.
The lsndscape which the frost traces during
the night with delleate erystals on the windosy-
pane, i8 @ myslery to the child and n marve! to
the man, Hore 18 exhibited lmuuti in com-
bination with power. Great agents have been
“iroet and fire" in e physicul revolution of
the world, How they began, aud where they
will end, let us leave for speculators to dream,
and confine our business to the world as it is,

After a night's downfall, as far as the eye can
gcan, everywhere lles the snow, It makes the
leatlese trece look elegant, hides thecmokes-dmed
city garden, and burieg all evidence of the
scavenger's neglect, The town Is as trim and
clean a8 a chimney-sweep in his Sunday shirt,
and the country one vust table-cloth to” which
birds are the only guests, But under the snow
lies, fearful to contemplate, all the unpleasant
experiences of mud and slop. So “frost and
fire” conduce alternately to our pleasure and

ain.

. The small experiences of snow which fall to
our lot are sufficient to remind us ol the glacirs
und avalunches of mountainous districts, ''The
gpow which auring the whole year flls upon
the mountaing does not welt, but mmnteing its
solid state, where their elevations exceed the
height of nine thousand feet or thercabouts,
Where these snowsYaecumulate to great thick-
nees in the valeys, or in the deep mazv frace
tures of the soll, they barden under the induence
of pressure resulting from their incnmbent
welght.  But 1t always happens that a certain
quantity of' water, the result ot momentary
usion of the superficial beds, traverses its sub-
stance, aud this forms a crystalline wass of ice,
ranuluted in structure, which the Swiss natural-
sts designate neve. From the successive melt-
ing and lreezing, provoked by the heat by da

and the cold by night, the indltration of gir an

water in its (nterstices, the neoe is slowly trans-
formed into a homogeneous and sky-colored
block of ice, filled with an intinity of air bub-
bles; this i= what 18 called glace bulleuse, bub.
bled ice. Finaily, these musses are cntirely
frozen; the water replaces the awr bubbles;
thence the transformation i complete; the ice
18 homogeneous, and presents those flue azure
tints so much admir by the tourist who tra-
verses the magniticent glaclers of Bwitzerland
and Savoy.”

Buch are the glaciers which il the gorges of
the Alps, and by & gradual progress move on-
ward to the valleys, where they continually
mell, while at their sources they are being as
continually replenished, Bueh the menns by
which great and important changes have been
wrought on the surface of the globe, and such
the material tor many a castle in the alr more
trugile and evanescent than snow. The parallel
roads of Glen Koy indicate the action of the
glaciers of Scotland 1n anclent times, and other
evidences may be traced among the mountains
ol Wales,

At one time a notion prevalled in the vicinity
ol snow-capped mountains that sn avalanche
might be brought «lown by the firing of & gun
or the tinkling of m bell; tnat a trifling sound
might cauge a small ragment of snow to mole,
and in itk motion downwara to accumulate until
it bevwme an avalanche, which, like that of Val
Calancs in 1806, might transport & torest from
one side of the valle‘; to the other, or bring
degtructlon like that of the valley of Tawich in
1704, which buried the whole village of Bueras
‘under the snow.”

Ice ba= recently been made the subject of a
very interesting communication to & contem
rary, in which the process of erystallization
during lquefaction has been thus graphicall
described: “Herce is a block of clear ioe, suc
8 any fishmonger can supply. Rows of air bub-
bles ¢an be seen runmngganllnl to each other
throughout the mass, and in some irregular
places there is a fine gauge-like appesrance pro-
duced by & web of mintite bubbles. This is but
the poetical way in which 1ce expresses a split;
for this beautiful netting Is the result of nothing
more than sowe acoidental blow. Cutting a slice
fiom the block soross the bubbles, let us hold it
close to a nuked gas-lame, and now let us ob-
serve it The lamp ol Aladdin could not have
wroeght a more wondrous change, The part
before clear and unmarked is now studded all
over with lustrous stars, whose centres shiue
like burnished silver,

“A lalry seems to have brenthed upon the ice,
and caused transparent flowers of exquisite
beauty suddenly to bloom in myrisds within
the ice, and s\l with a charming regularity of
position. Itis the tangible lnlr;ﬁmu that has
worked this spell. The ice was laid down ac-
cording to the same lawe that shape the snow
into Its besutitul and well-known erystalling
forms so eften to be peen in snow storms here
and elsewhere, Iee is indeed only an :

ate of crystals similar to those of snow, which,
Evlng together in perfect contact, render enct:
other invisible, snd the block transparent,
When the heat of the ges-flame entered the
slab, it set to work to plek the leo 1o pleces, by
giving it, in_certan places, s rapid molecular
shakng, and the fairy fowers which appear in
the warmed ice are the result of this tation.
On a priort grounds, we should therefore infer
that the sbape of these liguld orystals—tor they
are merely water—would be the same npa the
solid crystals which originally build up the fee,
This is found to be the case. The two are seon
to be identical, ench has gix raye, uwnd the ser-
rations in both follow the angle of sixty de-
mea;]lustu the loe freezes, so, under suitable
conditions, it Hquefles; the lce fowem, or ne

atlve eryslals, appearing 1o the same plane as
hat in which they were lormed.

“The air bubblee in lce show Lhis direction,
The bubbles colleet in widely distant lsyers,
mak the successive slages of freezing; be-
tween the layers there is either a clear in‘er
vening spiuee, or those perpendalcular rows of
bubbles almud'y noticed, Accordingly, the lce
freezes parallel with the former, and st right
angles with the direction of the latter bubbles,”
